Another school year has closed, and a very busy and prosperous 
year it has been. ' Our ‘schools are standing on higher grounds. 
They have been well attended during the past year, and with perhaps 
one or two exceptions, we have had very good teachers, who have 
entered into their work with a good deal of energy, and have 
worked faithfully not only to draw their salaries but for the best 
interest of the scholars under their care. The money vou have put 
in our hands has been judiciously expended according to our best 
ability for the best interest of ‘all the schools in town. We be- 
lieve the present system of having three terms each of the two 
schools in the village and two terms each of the three outside dis- 
tricts, and a chance for all to come to the village school in winter, 
is the best arrangement that could be made. We have during the 
past year made great,improvements on two of our school houses, 
so that now they are neat and pleasant as school rooms need to _ be. 
But we still lack other improvements for schooling in town, and 
that is, the people in the east district are in need of a new school 
house, which we hope to see built this spring, after which Green- 
field will have as good places to educate her sons and daughters as 
any small town need to have. Nothing will give a town a better 
name than good school houses and good schools. Give your boys 
and girls a good education. Let us all do what we can for the 
children of today, who will soon take the places of their fathers 
and mothers in the world, and then with a good education they 
will be prepared to fill any station in which they may be called.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Greenfield, qualified to vote in 
Town Affuirs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said town, 
on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

Ist. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 

2d. To hear the reports of Selectmen, Treasurer, Overseer of 
the Poor, School Board, Liquor Agent and Auditors, and pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 

3d. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to 
pay town debts, defray town charges and appropriate the same. 

4th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to 
repair highways, and appropriate the same. 

5th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to 
purchase a snow roller, or take any action relative thereto. 

6th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate twen- 
ty-five dollars for the Veteran’s Association of Greenfield, for 

Decoration Day. 
7th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 

of money not to exceed six hundred dollars for the purpose of 

buying a piece of land, and building a school house, in the east 
part of the town. 

8th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money not to exceed one hundred dollars, to be expended in 
beautifying the common, or take any action relative thereto. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to build a library building, to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money not to exceed one thousand 
dollars for that purpose, or take any action relative thereto. 

10th. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of two hun- 
dred dollars, to be appropriated for schools. 

llth. To see if the town will vote to straighten the fence on the 
south side of the highway leading to Francestown, making the 
same three and one-half rods wide, commencing where said high- 
way leaves the common and terminating at the old highway leading 
to Geo. E. Mansfield’s, to raise and appropriate money to pay for 
the same, or take any action relative thereto. 

12th. To see if the town will vote to build twenty feet on the 
south end of the new school house, said extension to be utilized 
for needed stage and school purposes, and to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of five hundred dollars to defray the expense of the 
same. 

13th. To see if the town will vote to build an arch over the 
gateway at the new cemetery; to raise and appropriate forty dol- 
lars for the same. 

13th. To see if the town will exempt from taxation the house 

and land of Mrs. B. W. Hardy, and occupied by Rev. Preston R. 

Crowell, so long as used as a parsonage. 
14th. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 

fore said meeting.
